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Emergency Ideas 


Here is some general advice for 
survival in an emergency. 


If terrorism strikes expect cellu- 
lar phone systems will go out 
due to the overloading of the 
system. Also your regular 
phones may be disrupted and 
the state of emergency may 
result in 1/3 of your region's 
lines being turned off for peri- 
ods of time so that the system 
doesn't overload. Thus, develop 
a plan for you and your family 
members so that you can either 
meet or be assured they will 
know how to regain contact with 
you. Also consider that if family 
members work or frequently 
travel to another city, roads may 
be locked or unsafe to travel. 
Thus, arrange for them to divert 
to a close friend's house in the 
city they frequent. Have them 
stay there until the "all clear" is 
given. You (and they) will be 
more assured of their safety. 
Have backup friends, too. Con- 
sider you will not be able to 
communicate with them for at 
least four to 24 hours -again, 
AT LEAST. 


Frequently refuel your vehicles. 
The last thing you want is to 
run out of gas. Gas stations 
need electricity to run and 
power may not be available. 


New Members 


ALWAYS carry cash and small 
dollar bills. In a situation with 
communications failure, no 
store can process credit card/ 
ATM transactions. Have $40 in 
loose bills stored in a secret 
spot in your car that you use 
the most. This way, if you get 
caught on the road without 
cash, you have some cash. 


Keep enough freshly bottled 
water and food on hand for 
ONE WEEK. 


It is a good idea to have a port- 
able emergency kit in a large 
duffle bag should you ever 
need to be evacuated. Essen- 
tial items should include medi- 
cines (for one week's supply), 
toilet paper, hand sanitizer, 
water/food, flashlights, port- 
able radios with plenty of bat- 
teries, pen and paper, whistle, 
rope, duct tape, blankets, gen- 
eral toiletries, and anything 
else you feel to sustain you for 
ONE WEEK. 


Pets. Do NOT leave pets unat- 
tended. Make sure you have 
appropriate carriers and extra 
water and food for them. Itis a 
good idea to buy a small bag 
of pet food and store it with the 
emergency duffle bag. 


In extreme cases, the Red 
Cross and local governments 
utilize Amateur Radio as a way 


to pass welfare traffic. The terror- 
ist acts in NYC left Ham Radio as 
the ONLY means of communica- 
tions in or out of the city. 


If you evacuate, it is best to go to 
the Red Cross and have HAM ra- 
dio pass welfare traffic 

to your loved ones across the 
country. 


If you are home when a situation 
occurs, STAY THERE. DO NOT 
go out and drive around or wan- 
der. 


STAY OFF THE PHONE. Calling 
everyone in the world ties up the 
phone system. It is best to CALL 
ONE party out of state and have 
them contact everyone else to let 
them know you are okay.
